MN?cf^^J^^® '^^'^'^ Education and is chairman of the 
UNESCO International Committee for the Advancement of 
Adult Education and former Chairman of the Adult 
Education Committee of the World Confederation of the 
organization of the teaching profession. He has been twice 
to the Caribbean as consultant to the University College of 
the West Indies. He has also served as consultant to 
American Foundations. In 1961 he made a study of 
continuing education is Alaska for the University of Alaska 
and the Ford Foundation. He appears regularly on radio and 
television and has lectured in many parts of North America 
the Caribbean. Europe and Asia. In 1961 his speech The 
Creative Crusade was judged one of three 'outstanding 
contributions to liberal education for adults ' in the United 
States.

Director of Publications Report 
A REPLY TO STUDENTS' COUNCIL ACTION 



The Students' Council 
has seen tit to turn down 
a request by the Student 
Activities Committee "to 
remove Mr. Armstrong 
from the commission, and 
further that no member of 
publications should serve 
on the commission" which 
was set up to suggest areas 
of improvement to the 
^*Failt-Ye Times". 

These so-called areas of 
Improvement are: 

(1) Constitutional changes 
to the "Failt - Ye 

Constitution which is 
at present an appendix 
to the Publications 
Cons t i t u t i o n. Mr. 
Armstrong has been 
invited by me at least 
three times to present 
these constitutional 
changes which he des- 
ires, once in the fall 
and twice in the spring 
term. At the time he 
complained about the 
constitution he had not 
read it. 

(2) That the editor of the 
newspaper be respons- 
ible to and selected by 
the Students' Council. 

(3) That the editor be paid 
an honorarium. 

These points mean that 
the editor would be a pawn 
of Council, since they could 
obviously hire and fire him 
at a moments notice, and 
also that the paper would 
be virtually in Council's 

.i titonomous, editor 
of the "Failt-^e was paid 
surely we should pay the 
heads of all the other 
twelve or fhirteen organiz- 
ations. 

(4) Greater privileges be 
accorded reporters, i.e. 
free travel to away 
games, free entry into 
activities, etc. 

These privileges have to 
a large extent been grant- 
ed already with a few ex- 
ceptions. However, organiz- 
ations granting such priv- 
ileges expect a little pub- 
licity in return and if they 
don't get it, they naturally 
dont feel like repeating 
their gift. 

(5) "Professional training 
of Failt-Ye Staff as 
one person puts it. 
What this actually 
means is that one of 



the Montreal Dailies 
sends a staff member 
out to universities to 
give newspaper staffs 
a few pointers. This 
amounts to one even- 
ings lecture and work- 
shop and since most of 
the facts about this 
service are already 
known there is noth- 
ing to report to the 
commission that is re- 
levant. 

(6) Paid advertisements 
for campus organiza- 
tions. 

This means that each 
organization would have to 
budget for advertising. 
**Failt-Ye Times" budget 
would be cut accordingly 
and that no organization 
could expect to get written 
publicity unless it be will- 
ing to pay for it. Wintef 
Carnival had roughly eight 
pages of written publicit5i 
this year. At present ratef^ 
of advertising this would 
amount to approximately 
$600. Money goes from 
Council to organizations, to 
"Failt-Ye", to ( ouncil., 

Mr. Armstrong has al- 
ready had 20 issues in 
which to "improve" the 
standard of the paper. His 
efforts since his Christmas 
visit to the CUP Conference 
don't seem to have been 
particularly notewo r t h y. 
His lack of co-operation 
with other members of his 
staff and lack of pre- 
jMFIS9nia»tti<m for the paper 
are mainly if H« lor 

the **qualit\ ittt^nt 
issues. 

One of the major com- 
plaints by Mr. Armstrong 
at Council was that he and 
his staff had no previous 
experience in newspaper 
work. Since early last fall 
I have asked all the editors 
to seek people who will be 
groomed to succeed them 
and be well trained. These 
people should have been 
working on the paper since 
Christmas. If they exist, 
these people certainly have 
not done much, if any work 
on the paper to date. 

If Council wishes to set 
up a commission aimed at 
improving the "Failt-Ye 
T-imes" then I suggest: 
a) That in first of all it be 
comprised of members not 
working with Publications 
at present: 
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b) That it ask last year's 
Layout Editor of the 'Hieor- 
gian" (a national award 
winning college p a p e r), 
who is at present on the 
campus in IG to head it. 

c) That the comihission 
ask ALL members of the 
•Tailt-Ye" Staff and Pub- 
lications Executive for sug- 
gestions of improvement. 

The commission's sug- 
gestions might be along 
the line of: 

(1 ) Pre- organization of 
forthcoming issues of 
the paper, i.e. staff 
conferences and work 
assignment. 

(2) Set down a reason- 
able method of layout 
or refer the editor to 
"The Campus Report- 
er", a CUP publication 
widely renowned in 
North America as 
a college newspaper 
style guide. There are 
copies of this book in 
the "Failt-Ye'' office 
at present. 

(3) That all articles re- 
ceived by "Failt-Ye 
Times" w h ic h are 
written poorly be re- 
tumed to the writer 
for revision. 

(4) That any article receiv- 
ed after the paper 
deadline (Wich is 
usually 7 p.m. on'Mon- 
day, be withheld until 
the next paper unless 
there are exceptional 
circumstances. 

That the editor be 
^ admitted to Activities 
Committee in order to 
familiarize himself 
with its members and 
to be available for 
comment on or by the 
organizations concern- 
ed. 

(6) That it suggest neces- 
sary constitution re- 
visions. 

(7) A paper policy in 
which : 

a) Campus news and 
forthcoming events 
and criticisms be of 
primary importance. 

b) Articles written by 
students of this cam- 
pus if at a reasonable 
standard be of second- 
ary importance 

c) CUP reprints of 
tertiary impor t a n c e 
unless they are of 
great importance to 
the student body as a 
whole. 

Here we have listed some 
reasonable and feasible 
suggestions which, coupled 
with some of Mr. Arm- 
strong's might help the 
situation considerable. 

If Council does not wish 
to improve on or correct 
the current situation then 
I suggest that YOU, THE 
STUDENTS OF M A C- 
DONALD COLLEGE SUP- 
PORT YOUR RIGHTS FOR 
A FREE PRESS AND AN 
LMPROVED ONE at the 
Students' Society Meeting 
on March 2nd or register 
your feelings with a mem- 
ber of Students' Council.

OTTAWA, February 
23rd, 1964. — Delegates to 
the annual Canadian Uni- 
versity Liberal Federation 
Convention today voted to 
give students a $3,000 in- 
come tax exemption. 

They also passed resolu- 
tions providing for a Fed- 
eral development corpora- 
tion to promote Canadian 
control over national re- 
sources and essential manu- 
facturing industries. Dele- 
gates called for the esta- 
blishment of government 
investment funds for areas 
in Canada not now realizing 
their full economic poten- 
tial because of lack of in- 
vestment capital. 

The students pressed the 
government to support 
across-the-board tariff cuts. 
Delegates also passed re- 
solutions calling for an in- 
crease in the amount of 
credit available to both Can- 
adian farmers and other 
primary producers.

This article which I hav«

is to deal with the Canadian 
Inter-Varsity Drama Festival 
held in Ottawa February 12-15. 

As director of the Mactors 
Guild and secretary of the 
Green and Gold, it is with 
some authority that I deal with 
the subject "Macdonald Thea- 
tre". I think it necessary to 
point out that by no mean* 
am I trying to defend the 
Macdonald Drama Club for it« 
lack of presentations, but mer- 
ely wish to inform the Student 
body why Mac has seen no 
plays by this group thus far, 
ana why Macdonald had no en- 
try in this year's Drama Fea- 
tival in Ottawa. 

In the early fall the Mac- 
donald College Drama Club was 
reorganized hy students of 
previous years. Approximately 
30 people attended that first 
meeting and an executive and 
director were appointed. 

Shortly thereafter Jim Thyer 
resigned as Vice-President and 
a new Vice-President was elect- 
ed from first year; Gerda 
Stobrick. 

To enable interested com- 
muters as well as campus res- 
idents to take full advantage 
of the Drama Club programme, 
a series of noon-hour lecturer 
were held in the auditorum, 
dealing with specific problems 
of an actor in a dramatic pro- 
duction. Attendance was at 
first excellent, then interest 
faded and the lectures were 
discontinued. It was foi^nd that 
few commuters actually attend- 
ed nd for the residents it 
was more convenient to meet 
in the evenings when it 
wouldn't conflict with meals. 

Two short one-act plays were 
selected by the director and 
executive for fall production. 
Reading were held and casting 
took place. Meanwhile, at a few 
meetings held previously, it

suggested and apiJii>\t-vi ti»'.. 
members to adopt a name 
— *The Mactors Guild". How- 
ever official sanction of thifi 
name was needed from the Lit 
and Deb Society. Much arguing 
occurred over the issue, and 
as a last resort the Drama Club 
sought help from the Council 
President who conferred with 
Gene Terry. The Lit and Deb 
granted the club permission to 
call itself the "Mactor's Guild" 
but refused to recognize it of- 
ficial ty as the name of tiie 
group. By this time there were 
many disgusted and unenthu- 
siastic drama-club members. 
Th attendance at rehearsaltf^ 
was po and excuses eve'\ poor- 
er, but hope of production for 
two shot one-act plays before 
Christmas was still high. 

In late November the direc 
it>r, for personal reasons, wa.« 
forced to resign. The Mactori* 
Guild executive asked the ask 
• sistant director to take his 
place. However, with only a 
few weeks before exams, every- 
one's interest and concern tur- 
ned to their studies. And so 
it was decided to stop produc- 
tion until after the Christina* 
holidays. 

In early December, prior to 
exams, mail was received from 
the Canadian Intervarsity Dra- 
ma League, asking us to re- 
new membership to the league, 
and to indicate our interest in 
participating in the Ottawa 
festival. 200 Circulars were dis- 
tributed to students asking 
them to indicate their interest 
in participation. While only 16 
persons returned the form] we 
still sent om* entry form to 
Toronto, informing them that 
Macdon^ald would one again like 
to compete. 

The first entry form now 
arrived from Ottawa. It was 
completed before the holiday* 
began, and returned. Then 
during holidays a suitable play 
was chosen. Arrangements were 



made to purchase the play 
from the Toronto publishers 
and casting was scheduled and 
•xecuted. 

Of the 16 people who had 
indicated their interest approx- 
imately half appeared. 

A rehearsal schedule was 
drawn up and rehersals were 
to begin, when a letter arrived 
Jan. 18 from the Festival Chair- 
man, advising us that it could 
accept only one entry per uni- 
versity, and since we were 
affiliated with McGill it ap- 
peared possible that we would 
not be able to take part as 
the McGill group was produc- 
ing a student-written play. 
Festival policy is to encourage 
student playwrights, so they 
could not advice McGill to drop 
out. It was suggested that 
we contact McGill Players and 
come to a mutual agreement. 

In the week that followed, 
each tried to reach the other 
without success. Campus lead- 
ers were consulted and at* 
tempts made to correct the si- 
tuation. However, nothing could 
be done to re-instate the Mac 
entry in the Festival. With the 
Green and Gold commencing 
production, and parts available 
to several players, they were 
instructed to participate in that 
production if they so wished. 
Further rehearing of the 
Mactors Guild was halted. 

From this summary of the 
Drama Club's activities during 
the past months I think it is 
quite apparent that efforts 
were made to produce several 
plays this past academic year. 
However, insufficent support 
from the .student body at large, 
a struggle for identity, and 
greater independence were the 
major causes for lack of stu- 
dent dram^. The Mactors Guild 
is dependent on the student » 
of this campus for membership 
and support. There are numer- 
ous persons on this campus 
who have the talent and shoiilr!

"OUT OF MANY, ONE PEOPLE' 



Jamaica, the largest of 
tke West Indian islands, 
has a popidation of approxi- 
' mately 1.6 7nillion. It is 
sitmted to the South of 
Florida and 90 7niles to the 
Southeast of Cuba with an 
area of UM^ square miles. 
The island is very moitn- 
tainou^, the main range 
running east to west with 
numerous subsidiary rayi- 
ges some parallel to the 
main ridge and others 
spreadiyigout in a north- 
westerly and southeasterly 
direction terminating in the 
Blue Mountain Peak which 
is 7,U02 feet high. There 
are numerous rivers and 
streams with a rapid fall 
for the ynost part and not 
navigable — the Uirgest 
being the Black River in 
the southwest and the Rio 
Grande in the northeast. 
The average rainfall is 
approximately 77 inches 
and the mean annual tern" 
perature ranges from 80- 
S6^F, at sea level to iO- 
j15'F. in the highest moun- 
tain resorts. 

Jamaica was discovered 
by Columbus in lU9Jf and at 
that time the island was 
inhabited by Arawak hi- 
dians. By 1509 it was esta- 
Mished as a Spanish Colo- 
ny, but in 1655 the English 
cmiquered the Spanv^h, ivho 
freed their slaves and fled 
to the neighbouring islands. 
These slaves remained in 



the interior to- fo7*m the 
nucleus of the Marooyis, In 
1(^61 Henry Morgan und 
the English Buccaneers 
moved to Port Royal from 
the Island Tor tug a and 
from here they began roy- 
ing widely over the Carib^ 
bean raiding Spanish 
territories and bringing the 
plunder bark home. When 
this town tva3 destroyed in 
1692 by earthquake it was 
considered the finest toivn 
in the West Indies and 
perhaps the richest place 
in the world. 

African slave labour was 
employed during the 18th 
Century, however full 
emancipaHon w(fs obtained 
in 1838. In the subsequent 
years Jeirish refugees from 
Spain ovd Portugal arrived 
in the island, also indentU' 
red tvorl'crs fv<>>r) furl in and 
China.

Since 19 is light indfiistries 
have become increasingly 
im portant, e.g. cemen t, 
gypsum, tropical paints, re- 
fined oil and pharmaceutic 
cal products. The chief 
economic mineral, bauxite, 
has b^en mined since 1952 
and at present Jamaica is 
the largest bauxite ymxhi- 
cer in the world. 

With its beautiful scene- 
ry, agreable climate and 
varied recreatiorml fa cili- 
ties, Jamaica offers many 
attractions to tourists. Toy- 
rism has now become a 
major iridustrij omd a dense 
complex of hotels and resi- 
dences cater for over 200,- 
000 visitors each year. 

Jamaica is a proud mem- 
ber of the British Common- 
wealth oM the first nation 
in the Western Hemisphere 
to achieve its independence 
since the birth of the Uni- 
ted Nations.

I.S. O. THIS IS NIGERIA 

By O. I siren and Ayo Adebisi 

Nigeria lies some 5* North of the Equator, on the West 
African coast. With a land area of approximately 359,000 
iquare miles and a population of some 42 million people 
U963 census), it is easily the largest and most densely 
populated single country on the African continent. (Cf. 
Quebec Province with 523,860 square miles and only 5 mil-* 
lion people) . The steadily increasing population with im- 
proving social and economic opportunities make Nigeria 
one of the fastest growing potential markets in the world 
^oday. ^ 

Variety is the key note of the Nigerian scene — va- 
riety of peoples and cultures, of landscapes and town-scapes, 
and contrast between coastland and hinterland. Skirted in 
the East by the forst-clad Cameroon and Adamawa Moun- 
tains, the country is divided into three unequal blocks by 
the Rivers Niger and Benue; on the Niger, near the town 
of Bussa, Nigeria is building the mammoth Kainji Dam to 
meet her increasing demand for industrial and domestic 
power, help solve local irrigation problems in the dam area. 
arxJ develop inland fisheries. The estimated cost of this pro^ 
ject is about $240 million. 

Constitutionally, Nigeria is a Federal Republic of five 
semi autonomous governments, but all interdependent, with 
the Federal Government in exclusive control of currency, 
immigration, external affairs, postal services, and certain 
other subjects. The five governments with their headquar- 
ters are Federal (Lagos) ; North IKaduna) ; East (Enu^^u) • 
West (Ibadan); Mid-West (Benin). Lagos is the Fedsnl 
capital as well as the commercial industrial metropolis of 
the country. The Federal Republic has a ceremonial President 
as Head of State and an executive Prime Minister as Head 
of government. A liberal democracy with Fundamental Hu- 
man Rights entrenched in the constitution, Nigeria is a key 
African Member of the Commonwealth and a pillar in the 
structure of the new African States of Organization formed 
at the 'summit' conference of African leaders in Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, in 1963. She is uncommitted in her foreign 
policy, and maintains stable friendly relations with all 
countries of the world. 

The national income rose from a low of $1800 million 
•n 1950 51 to a high of $3,050 million in 1960/61 ~ 
« clear evidence of rapid growth for a developing country 
with an economy based largely on agriculture. An estimated 
75% of the Nigerian people are engaged in crop farm ir^g 
^produ cing su ch tropical products as palm oil, cocoa, r>atural 
rubben^M^fMMHlWWSH^ live !;tor1^ 

keeping, forestry and fishing occupations. Other t- 
include hides and skins, hard v^oods and minerals m- . 
tin and columbite (a steel alloy), petroleum, lead and zinc, 
and bauxite. Coal, limestone and natural gas are used in local 
industries. Nigeria's large potential labour force, her advan- 
tage of a fast-growing domestic market, vast hydro and 
thermal power potential and abundant agricultural and 
mineral wealth help to diversify the economy and encourage 
investment in secondary industry. Today, there are over 700 
manufacturing plants scattered all over the country and 
owned by joint private-government corporations or by 
private investors. 

Like most other countries, Nigeria has her economic 
and other problems; viz., the problems of industrialization 
and he scarcity of capital to finance industry, the need for 
high level man-power to run her social services and industrial 
undertakings, as well as staff her five universities located at 
Ibadan and Ife (Western Nigeria). Nsukka (Eastern Nige- 
ria), Lagos (Federal territory), and Zaria (Northern Nige- 
ria) . Added to these are the problems of abolishing illiteracy, 
providing increased educational opportunities and combating 
the closely related problems of urbanisation and rural depo- 
pulation. But as a relatively peaceful country with a stable 
government. Nigeria seems to have bright economic social 
and political prospects.
